Dear Ms. Thomas, Ms. LeBlanc, 

When you open these attachments you will find the actual subcontractor budgets for the CTL 
ATA grant period 17-18 which you have requested. 

The information previously submitted reflected subcontractor’s budget developed for the 
Request for Proposals and included their agencies’ entire budgets, including anticipated funds 
from their participation in the Life Choice Project’s initiative for grant period 16-17. In this 
corrected information we have provided subcontractors estimated budgets only as it relates to the 
Life Choice Project, proposed use of the funds and the amounts each agency has received during 
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the periods indicated above. All attached budgets total $434,880 and all budgeted income equals 
budgeted expenses. 

No Life Choice Project Alternative to Abortion (TANF) funds were used to purchase items such 
as: medical supplies, equipment, client and volunteer incentives, cell phones or meal 
reimbursements. 

hi regards to the following questions: 

Mileage when budget permits, we are paying .53 cents per mile. 

All pregnancy tests have to be 99% effective and purchased on a procurement basis after 
researching the lowest cost of. 49 cents. 

Bins are cardboard boxes and totes used to carry and store files; they are not equipment. 

CLIA Waiver is a federal law that requires pregnancy testing centers to have in order to dispose 
of human urine waste, i.e. used for self-administered pregnancy testing. 

Initially, 2002-2009 the Alternative to Abortion funds were provided on a unit cost basis. The 
unit cost rate was based on a subcontractor rate plus contractor rate, which equaled the billable 
rate. At that time the state allowed the subcontractors to utilize the funds generated without 
having to provide documentation of their use. We have not had an equipment budget since May 
2009, and as a result of the August 2016 flood everything was destroyed.
